History of Bracken 
County Towns continued 
Fairview continued 

Another pioneer home 
was the John Pearl home, 
where the T. B. Figgins home 
stands. Yet another was the 
Cooper home, where Harry 
Taylor now lives. The Moore 
family lived in the Jordan 
home later. 

The community was 
named Fairview because from 
the ridge along which most of 
the homes stand a wonderful 
view was to be had of the blue 
hills of Ohio, and an almost 
unbroken circle of horizon. 
Germantown - Germantown 
was laid out by Whitfield 
Craig in 1794 and incorporat¬ 
ed about that time in Bracken 
County, Ky., although about 
half of the town lies in Mason 
County. It now has about 300 
inhabitants, five churches, six 
stores, three restaurants, two 
garages, one bank and two ho¬ 
tels. The Masonic Lodge, No. 
207, is now 89 years old, hav¬ 
ing been chartered in 1850. 

The school system was 
turned over to the Bracken 
County Board of Education 
in 1937 and they, with the aid 
of the W. P. A. have erected a 


new building adequate for the 
needs of the community of 
four miles radius. Mr. Glass 
is the present principal of the 
school. Mr. Charles O. Insko 
is the Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees of the town, with 
Messers. John J. McNamera, 
R. L. Wilson, J. W. Stroud, and 
A. J. Hall constitute the Board 
of Trustees. Mr. Lloyd A. Rail 
is clerk of Germantown. 
Foster - In the early days Isra¬ 
el Foster settled at the present 
location of Foster and got con¬ 
trol of a large amount of land. 
Since many river boats landed 
at this place it became known 
as Foster’s Landing. 

For a time tobacco was 
manufactured into cigars in a 
small way and two shoemaker 
shops made shoes boots. 

Dan McMath, Markley 
Bros, and George B. Holmes 
conducted stores in which gen¬ 
eral merchandise was sold. 

Foster continued as a an 
important river port until the 
construction of the railroad in 
1888 after which it gradually 
decreased. Since the laying of 
the double track the railroad 
has acquired most of the ship¬ 
ping and the river trade has 
decreased to nothing.

GOD IS ONE BUT MAN IS MANY 

“Make every effort to keep the unity of the Spirit 
through the bond of peace. ” - Ephesians 4:3 

If God is one, why are there so many different 
religions and denominations? Perhaps because man is not 
one, and is born of strife and is indeed strife incarnate. In 
comparing the Acts of the Apostles and the Quoran, one is 
struck by a particular similarity. Both say that they are not 
rejecting their religious predecessors. The seventh chapter 
of Acts virtually retells the story of the Hebrew Bible in 
recounting the preaching of Stephen, until Stephen lashes 
out at his hearers for not accepting the Christian message: 
“You stiff-necked people, uncircumcised in heart and ears, 
you always resist the Holy Spirit” (Acts 7: 51). In the first 
section of the Quoran we find a similar summarizing of 
the Hebrew and the Christian Bible, ending with these 
words: “The Jews say the Christians are misguided, and 
the Christians say it is the Jews who are misguided. Yet 
they both read the Scriptures.” A little later the Quoran 
has what is almost an ecumenical profession of faith: “We 
believe in God and that which is revealed to us; in what 
was revealed to Abraham, Ishmael, Isaac, Jacob, and the 
tribes; to Moses and Jesus and the other prophets by their 
Lord. We make no distinction among any of them, and to 
God we have surrendered ourselves. We should read the 
scriptures with an eye for how they unite us rather than 
divide us from our fellow believers. - Christopher Simon

Muskellunge bite 
peaking soon 

In early November sev¬ 
eral years ago, a then 14- 
year-old Montgomery Coun¬ 
ty High School freshman 
named Sarah Terry fished 
for muskellunge on Cave 
Run Lake with her Dad on a 
gorgeous Sunday afternoon. 
They fished hard without a 
single bite to show for their 
efforts. 

Late in the afternoon, 
Terry’s stepdad, Scott Sal- 
chli, said they needed to get 
home soon. She negotiated 
for 15 more casts before they 
would call it quits for the 
day. 

She worked a purple and 
silver Double Cowgirl in¬ 
line spinner along a weedline 
near the Claylick Boat Ramp 
about half way through her 
allotted casts. Four and one- 
half feet of muskellunge fol¬ 
lowed the bait to the boat. 

Employing the old fig¬ 
ure 8 move with her inline 
spinner, the muskellunge 
came from under the boat 
and struck on the second 
pass. After a short, but fierce, 
struggle, the 47-pound state 
record came to hand with her 
lure bent into an “L” shape 
and missing a hook. 

The next six weeks are 
one of the best times of year 
to catch muskellunge from 
Cave Run, Green River and 
Buckhorn lakes. Another 
state record could succumb 
to a well placed in-line spin¬ 
ner, jerkbait or crankbait. 

This past week, the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources stocked 
Cave Run Lake, Green River 
Lake and Buckhorn Lake 
with 13-inch long muskel¬ 
lunge at the rate of about one 
fish per three acres of water. 
Stocking maintains these 
highly productive muskie 
fisheries. 

Muskellunge are in the 
back of creeks right now at 
Cave Run Lake. Mike Har¬ 
din, assistant director of fish¬ 
eries for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife, witnessed several 
nice fish caught around him 
on a recent trip and had sev¬ 
eral follows. 

“Smaller lures, such as a 
#5 Mepps in-line spinner or 
a 00 A.C. Shiner, are work¬ 
ing better right now,” Hardin 
said. He explained that as the 


water cools into the low 70s, 
jerkbaits such as Suicks and 
larger, slower spinnerbaits 
and in-line spinners work 
better. 

“They will soon move 
out onto the main lake weed- 
beds,” Hardin explained. 
“You can catch them in 8 
feet of water or less on those 
lures.” 

Buckhorn Lake in Perry 
and Leslie counties has one 
of the highest catch rates for 
muskellunge in the upper 
South. Fall is one of the best 
times of the year to fish the 
lake. As of this week, some 
water is flowing through 
Buckhorn Lake Dam, but the 
lake remains almost at sum¬ 
mer pool. 

Weedbeds on flats next 
to submerged channels are 
high percentage spots to 
throw in-line spinners such 
as the Grim Reaper Model 
600 in the sucker color or the 
Double Cowgirl in the Purple 
Cisco color. The orange-hued 
sucker-colored lures work 
best in the creeks while lures 
with shades of silver, purple 
or chartreuse work best on 
the main lake. 

Leatherwood Creek is 
a top fall creek for muskel¬ 
lunge on Buckhorn Lake. 
The heavy drawdown in fall 
on Buckhorn Lake keeps the 
tailwater area just below the 
dam full of muskellunge, 
providing outstanding fish¬ 
ing. Bank fishing is available, 
but there is no boat ramp. 
Anglers may carry down a 
fishing kayak, canoe or small 
johnboat and take out at the 
KY 28 Bridge downstream 


on the Middle Fork of Ken¬ 
tucky River. 

Green River Lake boasts 
some of the fattest, healthiest 
muskellunge found anywhere 
in the country. Fisheries bi¬ 
ologists with Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife routinely find 
muskellunge in excess of 40 
inches long during popula¬ 
tion sampling on Green Riv¬ 
er Lake. 

Finding the shad is the 
key to success for Green 
River Lake muskies. In fall, 
shad congregate on flats that 
extend well out into the lake. 
The Robinson Creek arm of 
the lake boasts many of these 
flats. Work these areas with a 
Swim Whizz crankbait in the 
golden shad color. 

Windy days improve fall 
fishing on Green River Lake. 
Fishing slides on main lake 
bluffs with crankbaits such 
the 00 A.C. Shiner in the 
shad color is an effective pre¬ 
sentation on gusty fall days. 

The good fishing on 
Green River Lake lasts past 
Thanksgiving after the draw¬ 
down to winter pool. In early 
December, large muskel¬ 
lunge strike crankbaits and 
jerkbaits fished slowly by 
periodically allowing these 
lures to float all the way to 
the surface on the retrieve. 
Muskies often hit as the lure 
breaks the surface. 

Get out this fall and en¬ 
joy some of the best muskel¬ 
lunge fishing in the United 
States. These three lakes 
hold national reputations for 
high strike and catch rates on 
one of the most difficult fish 
to catch in nature.

Because the 
landfill personnel had sev¬ 
eral previous commitments 
on Friday, we would be first 
on the list for Monday morn¬ 
ing, so we got permission to 
post the signs on the roll-offs 
alerting citizens to the avail¬ 
ability of the Western Hills’ 
dumpster. Again, these roll¬ 
offs are on private property 
and the property should be 
treated with respect and con¬ 
sideration for the owners. 
There are not too many folks 
with this type of community 
spirit who allow a dumpster 
for citizens’ use to be located 
on their land, and we don’t 
want a few folks who don’t 
follow the rules to ruin such 
a program as the roll-offs 
for everyone. Please folks! 
Let’s get our act together and 
do this right! 

Last week, we received 
an e-mail from the Ky EPA 
reminding us that open burn¬ 
ing of trash in the Common¬ 
wealth is not only against the 
law, but very dangerous to 
the health of its citizens and 
the environment. Most Ken¬ 
tuckians don’t know it, but 
open burning is an incom¬ 
plete combustion process 
that actually creates more air 
pollutants than the emissions 
from a properly permitted 
and operating full scale mu¬ 
nicipal waste combustion fa¬ 
cility. In fact, in terms of vol¬ 
atile organic compounds, one 
household that bums garbage 
is equivalent to 100 full scale 
municipal waste combustion 
facilities that are permitted to 
bum waste and have the ap¬ 
propriate control mechanisms 
in place to limit pollution.

Saturday, October 5 

It’s that time of year 
again, time for the Hunter 
Education Course to be 
held in Bracken County at 
the county Extension Office 
on October 5, at 8 a.m. un¬ 
til completion. With many 
hunting seasons already un¬ 
der way and many more to 
come in the next months it is 


the perfect time to get your 
hunters education card. 

Everyone the age of 
twelve and over, born on or 
after January 1, 1975 is re¬ 
quired a hunters education 
card to participate in hunting 
activities. Also those who 
plan on hunting in some oth¬ 
er states are required no mat¬ 
ter the age. Twelve years old 
is when youth are required 
to get the card and they may 
take the course as young as 


ten. Every state recognizes 
each others hunter education 
cards as Kentucky recogniz¬ 
es all other states. 

This 10 hour training 
course includes study in 
hunter ethics, wildlife con¬ 
servation and identification, 
field care of game, trapping, 
first aid, firearm safety, ar¬ 
chery and muzzleloading. 
The last session of the course 
will include a written test and 
a live fire exercise. You may 


also choose to take the class 
room portion of the course 
online or by going to the 
county library and check out 
an interactive CD-ROM. The 
online or CD-ROM versions 
include a quiz between each 
section that must be passed 
to complete and continue to 
the written test and live sec¬ 
tions. 

If either is done you are 
required to bring a copy of 
the course completion and a

Artist Ken Swinson 
to demonstrate 
Monotype 
Printmaking at KY 
Artisan Center 

On Saturday, Oct. 5, Ken 
Swinson, of Washington, Ky., 
will demonstrate monotype 
printmaking from 10:30 a.m. 
to 3:30 p.m. at the Kentucky 
Artisan Center at Berea. 

Swinson came to Ken¬ 
tucky for a vacation and liked 
it so much he left Virginia 
and moved here in 2000. 
With no formal art train¬ 
ing other than a few class¬ 
es, Swinson has acquired 
much of his knowledge from 
books. After starting out in 
printmaking in 1995, he then 
discovered clay. He set up a 
pottery studio in Augusta, in 
2000, where he worked until 
an injury curtailed his clay 
career. He then began paint¬ 
ing - working in watercolors, 
acrylics, oils and pastels. 

“Kentucky is my inspira¬ 
tion - its landscape and cul¬ 
ture and its folk art traditions 
inspire the work I am doing,” 
Swinson said. 

Swinson’s work is a fu¬ 
sion of his personal style, and 
his paintings joyfully depict 
his experiences - whether 
riding his bicycle, hiking in 
the mountains or running a 
marathon.
